There is to be a Congressional election this 
coming fall, and the members of the present 
Congress gre up against the proposition of doing 
a lot of explaining to their constituents, which 
is not going to be any easy jo for them, About 
the first thing the people are going to demand 
an explanation about, is their promise to reduce 
expenses of this Government and the taxgs of 
the people, and why. they have not done -it, as 
pledged in the platform they were elected upon. 
They are going to want to know how comes it 
that no effort whatever has been made to col- 
lect a cent of the eleven billion dollars owing 
to us by foreign countries, borrowed money to 
help them out of trouble and keey them from 
being butchered in cold bldod, or even to collect 
the interest thereon ‘of over, a billion. They want 
to know why those ‘foreign:countries have been 
allowed to keep and; méintain vast standin, 
armies upon the rfétiey they owe us. They want 
to know how comgs it thet, after a budget was 
adopted, and’ |\Cotonel Dawes had pruned that 
budget down a ‘hundred millions, that- the ex- 
penditures are to exceed that budget by enough 
to keep the cost of government up to an amount 
approximating four pillion dollars for the year. 
And there are a whole lot of other things they 
are going to demand explanations upon, 

That old chestnut of deficiency appropriation 
ill is well understood by most of the voters. 
They are on to that old political steal quite thor- 
oughly. There are many faults that are charge- 
able against it, but chief and sufficient criticism 
is that it lacks honesty, The trick is childishly 
simple. There is brought to the attention of 
the public first an estimate of the nceds of th- 
various departments. These are utterly untrus'- 
worthy, because they represent fictitious neels 
that are made up by the departmental heads \ no 
hope to spend the money appropriated. Second, 
there comes a scaling down of these estimates 
and the accompanying aggregation of a reat 
saving thereby on the jpart of the legislators. 
The third step is the adoption of a. bugetary or 
main bill, usually yeaa eae smaller than 
its .redecesso™ ef he precedi f'seai 
Tie stage being ae set, there are presented 
aud edopted from time to time additional ap- 
propriation ‘bills, judiciously spacec and. clever- 
ly clothed in the cloak of necessity and adorned 
with more or less popularity. This farce is 
now being enacted by the present congress, and 
instead of a large saving to the taxpayers, as 
promised and asserted, ‘there will be additional 
allowances of more than $336.000,000 this. ses- 
sion, And the people are going to want to 
know about all this.
